The belief in the efficiency of this method 
of calming the waves has #o firmly estab- 
lished itself in many cases that a number of 
vessels are now especially provided with oil 
disturbing apparatus, and seldom a storm 
passes without one or more reports being 
submitted on the subject. The general con- 
clusions being that had the precaution not 
| been resorted to, fatal results would have 

followed. To substantiate this opinion one 
need only refer to the marine repor ‘s of dis- 


storms on our coast, 

When scudding before a gale the rules 
say that the oil should be distributed from 
the bow by means of oil-bags, or through 
waste pipes. It will thus spread aft as the 

| ship continues on her course, and give pro- 
tection from both quartering and following 
seas. The effect is almost miraculoys, the 
‘foaming seas as they come tearing along, 
looking for all the world as though they 
would swallow up the vessels, masts and all, 
stop when they reach the ‘ slick,” over 
; which their combers can not pass, and ex- 
pend their energies in futile eflorts to xeach 
| their prey. ‘ 

If drifting in the trough of a heavy sea 
use the oil from the forward qvaste-pipes, 
and put the bags over on the weather side. 
Lying to, to tack or wear ship, the oil can 
also be used from the same places. It seems 
wonderful that a film of oil too thin for the 
most delicate instrument to measure can 
have such an instantéous ellecs even when 
there is a lashing and diabolical-play of the 
water that no pen can describe. Everybody 
knows how much easier machinery runs 
when it is oiled, or, in other wordy, whea 
the friction is reduced. It is the same 
thing in this case—the wind can not catch a 
ta hold on the water, as it is prevented 

rom so doing by the oil on its surface.

kept from suapping had this simple 
remedy been applied. 

‘The above instances are but samples of 
the many cases in which oil can be used. 
Lowering and hoisting boats, riding to a sea- 
anchor, crossing rollers or surf on a bar and 
from life-boats and stranded vessels are cases 
in which its utility is very marked.

FISHING IN THE WATERS OF THE GREAT 
NORTM WEST. 


A Bemarhkable Industry, 


Already the value of the fish caught in 
ithe British Columbian waters is estimated 


. + | at five million dollars a year, and yet the in- 
The physicians of our place said that ~_ 


dustry is rather .at its birth than in its in- 

jfancy. 411 the waters in and near the pro- 
j Vinee. fairly swarm with fish. The rivers 
} teem with them, the straits and fiords and 
ulfsabound with them, the ocean beyond is 
| reighted with an incalculable weight of 
living food, which must soon be distributed 
among the homes of .the civilized world, 
The priticipal varieties of fish are the salmon, 
cod, shad, whitefish, bass, flounder, skate, 
sole, halibut, sturgeon, oolachan, herring, 
trout, haddock, smelta, anchovies, doghah. 
perch, sardines,‘oyaters, crayfish, shrimps, 
crabs, and muesela. Of other denizens of 
the water, the whale, sea-otter, and seal 
prove rich prey for those who search for 
them. 

The main salmon rivers are the Fraser, 
Skeena, and Nasse yivers, but the fish also 
swarm in the inlets into which smaller 
streamsempty., The Nimkish, on Vancouver 
Island, is also a salmon stream. Setting 
aside the stories of water so thick with 
salmon thata man might walk upon their 
backs, as well as that tale of the stage-co ch 
which was upset by salmon banking them- 
selves against it when it was crossing a 
fotding-place, there still exist absolutely 
trustworthy accounts of swarms which at 
their height cause the largest rivers to seem 
alive with these fish. In such casea the 
ripple of their back fins frets the entire sur- 
face ofthestream. I have seen photographs 
that show the fish in incredible numbers, 
side by side, like iogs in a raft, and I have 


— 


‘| the word of a responsible man for the state- 


ment that he has gotten all the salmon need- 
ed: for a-small camp, day after day, by walk- 
ing to the edge of a river and jerking the 
fish out with a common poker. 

There are about sixteen canneries on the 
Fraser, six on the Skeena, three on the 
Nasse, and three scattered in other waters— 
Rivera Inlet and Alert Bay. The total 
canning in 1889 was 414,204 cases, each of 
48 one,pound tins. The fish are sold to 
Europe, Australia, and eastern Canada. The 
American market takes the Columbia 

|RiverSalmon. A round million of dollars 
is invested in the vessels, nets, trawls, 
canneries, oi] factories, and freezing and 
‘salting stations used in this industry in 
British Columbia, and about 5500 men are 
employed; *‘ There is no difficulty in catch- 
ing the fish,” says a local historian, ‘‘in some 
streams they are so crowded that they can 
readily be picked out of the water by hand,” 
However, gill-nets are found to be prefer- 
able, and the fish are caught in these, which 
are stretched acroas the streams, and hand- 
led by men ‘in flat-bottomed boats, The 
fish are loaded into scows and transported 
to the canneries, usually frame structures 
built upon piles close to the shores of the 
rivers. In the canneries the tins are 
made, and, as a rule,  saw-mills 
near by produce the wood for the manufac. 
ture of the packing-cases. The fish are 
cleaned, rid of their heads and tails, and 
then chopped up and loaded into the tins by 
Chinamen and Indian women. The tins are 
then boiled, soldered, tested, packed, and 
shipped away, The industry 1s rapidly ex- 
tended, and fresh salmon are now being 
shipped, frozen, to the markets of eastern 
America and England. My figures for 
1889 (obtained from the Victoria 7'imes) are 
in all likelihood under the mark for the sea- 
son of 1890. Thecoast is made ragged by 
inlets, and into nearly every one a water- 
course empties. All the larger streams are 
the haven of salmon in the spawning season, 
and in time the principal ones will be the 
bases of canning operations. 

The dominion government has founded a 
salmon hatchery on the Fraser, above New 

| Westminster. It is under the supervision of 
Thomas Mowat, Iuspector of Fisheries, and 
| millions of small fry are now annually turned 
‘into the great river. Whether the unexam- 
| pled run of 1889 was in any part due to this 
| process cannot be said, but certainly the 

| salmon are not diminishing in numbers. It 
| was feared that the refuse from the canneries 
| would injure the “runs” of live fish, but it 
| is now believed that there is a profit to be 
| derived from treating the refuse for oil and | 

guano, so that it is more likely to be saved 

than thrown back into the streams in the 
| near future. 

The oolachan, or candle-fish, is « valuable 
product of these waters, chiefly of the Fraser 
and Nasse rivers. They are said to be de- 
licious when fresh, smoked, or ealted, and J 
have it on the authority of the little pamph- 

jlet ‘British Columbia,” handed me by a 

| government official, that ‘their oil is con- | 

| sidered superior to cod-liver oil, or any other 

| fish oil known.” It is said that this oil is 

| whitish, and of the consistency of thin lard. 

| It is used as food by the natives, and is an 

| article of barter between the coast Indians | 

}and the tribes of the interior. There is so | 

| much of it in a.candle-fish of ordinary size 

| that when one of them is dried, it will burn 

like a candle. It is the custom of the. 
‘natives on the coast to catch the fish in 
immense numbers in purse-nets. They 

, then boil them in iron-bottomed bins, atrain- 
ing the product in willow baskets, and ran- 

| ning the oil into cedar boxes holding fifteen 

| gallons each. The Nasse River candle-fish

Squaring the Circle. 


The origin of the problem is almost lost 
in the mists of antiquity, but there is a re- 
cord of an attempted quadrature in Egypt | 
5'0 years before the exodus ofthe Jews. 
There is alsoa claim, according to Hone, 
that the problem was solved by a discovery 
of Hippocrates, the geometrician of Chios— | 
not the physician—500 B. C. Now, the 
efforts of Hippocrates were devoted toward 
converting a circle into a cresent, because he 
had found that the area of a figure produced 
by drawing two perpendicular radii ina 
circle is exactly equal to the triangle formed | 
by the line of junction. This is the famous | 
theorem of the ‘* lunes of Hippocrates,” and | 
is, like glauber’s salts out of the philosopher's | 
stone, an example of the useful reaults which 
sometimes follow a search for the unattain- 
able. 

The oldest mathematical book in *he 
world is believed to be the ‘* Papyrus 
Khind ” in the British Museum, professed to 
have been written by Ahmes, a scribe of 
King Ra-a-us, about the period between | 
2000 and 1700 B.C. This “ Papyrus | 
Rhind ” was translated by Eisenloht of | 
Leipsic a few years ago, and it was found to | 
contain a rule for making a square equal in 
area toa given circle. It was not put forth 
as an original discovery, but as the tran- 
script of a treatise 500 years older still, | 
which sends us back to, approximately, | 
2000 B. C., when Egyptian mathematicians 
solved or thought they had solved, the pro- 
blem of squaring the circle. 

The rule given by Ahmes requires that 
the diameter of a circle shall be shortened 
by one-ninth, ahd a square erected upon 
this shortened line. The area of such 
square approximates the area of the circle, 
but, of course, is not exact, and is not even 
as close a result as that at which other geo- 
metricians have arrived, 

The Babylonians, who were also great 
mathematicians, had a solution, to which a 
reference in the Talmud has been traced, 
The Babylonian method, however, was not 
a qnadrature, but a rectification of the cir- 
cumference.

A Circular that Is Said te Fall Flat Among 
frish-American Home Ralera.  _ 


Twenty years ago the Fenian Brotherhood 
was a big organization in Ireland and the 
United States. Its object, of course, was 
to secure freedom for Ireland. Of late years 
a remnant ef the organization has been in 
existence. A short time ago the body in 
Ireland prepared an address to Irishmen in 
the States. This addrsss has just been re- 
ceived in New York, and the Council of the 
Fenian Brotherhood of America are circula- 
ting it. 

A circular of the American Fenians en- 
dorsing the sentiments of the address is ad- 
dr to ** Men of Irish blood and spirit.” 

‘*The sentiments of the address,” says 
the ciroulur, ‘‘are those of every true and 
manly Irishman alive. The recent declara. 
tion uf Mr. Balfour that Ireland will never 
get home rule, and that an Irish Parliament 
will never sit in College Green, but veices 
the desire of Englishmen of all parties, in- 
cluding that arch-humbug and hypocrite, 
William E, Gladstone.” 

The address of the Irish Fenians says 
that they are still for physical force; that 
the concessions made by England to Ire- 
land were made through fear of the 
Fenian Brotherhood, and thatthe Parlia- 
mentary agitations of the last fifteen years 
have had no practical results. The address 
asks for 100, trained men, who will vow 
to make their country free. Irishmen are 
asked to get to work and to organize Fenian 
circles in their respective localities. The 
Fenians say that they believe that Ireland’s 
opportunity will come when the war cloud 
that hangs over Europe breaks. 

‘* The Fenian Brotherhood,” said one of 
them in an interview, “‘as an effective 
organiz:tion has been dead nearly twenty 
years. This so-called address comes from 
no one of any cousequence, and is only bom- 
bastic nonsense.

The United States is the most bosatful 
country in the world. Trae, it has some 
cause to boast, It has made marvelous 
gress in the handred years of its existence 
asa nation, amd may justly feel a pride in 
her achie ements in science, art, and litera- 
ture. Bot it must be humiliating to this 
bragging nation to be told that it ia dis- 
honest. And this has actually happened. 
A writer in Relford’s Monthly says that the 
United States government is dishonest be- 
cause it doesn't pay its debts. Aman who 
doesn't pay his debts, especially when he is 
amply able to do so, is promptly and justly 
stigmatized as dishonest. A case is cited 
from the records in which the learned judge 
is constrained tosay: ‘The legal redress 
given to a citizen of the United States 
against the United States is less than he 
can bave against almost any other govern- 
ment in Christendom; and the United 
States holds iteelf, of nearly all governments, 
the least amenable to the law.” A damag- 
ing statement, truly, and. one which will 
doubtless be received with indignation by 
many citizens of the republic. But the writer 
says that the statement is undoubtedly true, 
and refers to the case of the Choctaw 
Indians. This tribe, * for faithful services 
and good conduct are to receive fair, just 
and liberal consideration.” The just and 
liberal consideration, ‘‘ which Congress 
afterwards decided upon was to pay 
the Choctaws twelve and a half cents 
an acre (not one tenth their market value) 
for their lands, and to allow them the pro- 
ceeds of the sales of their lands already dis- 
posed of.

From time to time for fifty years 
past, when gathered around the camp 
fires at night one of the. tales lumber- 
man and hunters were fondest of relat- 
ing was the story of Meyers’ cave, said 
to contain millions worth of silver. 
The cave was said to exist near Marblo 
Lake, in rock-ribbed Barrie, but the 
wise ones emiled knowingly and said 
it existed only in the imagination of the 
men who were never tired of speculat- 
ing a8 to ite whereabouts and the riches 
it contained. One old man named Van 
Tassel epent many years doing little else 
than hunting for the lost cave. Many 
plans did he make for the disposal of 
the millions which would be his the 
moment he entered it. Pure silver 
would be found in it in abundance. He 
had seen Indians wearing ornaments 
beaten out of metal, said to hang from 
the ceiling like stalactites. So went 
the story. A few days ago a miner, 
employed in the mines being opened 
on Yoke Perry’s farm in the township 
of Barrie, found a small opening in the 
ground rocks, almost choked up with 
debris and tangled berry bushes. He 
clearied away the rubbish and entered 
a narrow passage which led bim into a 
cavo of considerable size, but at present 


of an unknown extent. . He found it-+- 


to contain a sheet of water situated 200 
feet from the entrance, which barred 
his further progress. Examination at 
once satisfied him that he had discoyer- 
ed the long lost eave, for quite visible 
on the walls he found carved the name 
©.Q. Meyers. Several mining tools 
were found, and most wonderful of all, 
he also found silver stalactites, although 
not so long or so wide as the old story 
of the cave described them. He broke 
off some samples of ore, and from these 
he has since beaten out several things, 
among others ornaments, with but little 
difficulty. The ore in sight is certainly 
very valuable, but whether the cave will 
pan out the wealth expected by Van 
Tassel has not yet been proven. The 
eave is situated 15 miles from Plevna 
and five miles from Cloyne. 

Old gray headed men in Hastings 
and Frontenac counties to day remem- 
ber Meyer’s and men of his gang but 
most of them have passed away, in fact 
all so far as they are known, have passeil 
over. The last survivor died near Osha- 
wanot many yoars ago. When he 
realized that he was on his dying - bed 
he sent for » young man in town, Mr. 
W. G. Ruttan for whom he had formed 
a liking and to him he committed the 
maps and plans by means of which the 
famed mine could be found. 

Mr. Rattan did not think seriously 
of his information until in the summer 
of 1889. He took Mr. Thos. Salter 
into his confidence and together they 
went to Frontenac county prospecting, 
The result of the trip waa to find indi- 
cations of silver which led to the form- 
ation of the Peterborough mining com- 
pany and the purchase of the mining 
right of 400 acres of Jand in Barrie 
township. Samples of the ore have 
yielded 95 per cent and there is abund- 
ance of it. Myr. Ruttan made the dis- 
covery and states that the names of 
several-of the party who frequented. the

The French Congo country is five times

alls them, or Fans, as Da Chailla made 
them known, The who know them best 
‘ay their nameis properly Fangs. They are 
ny far the most remarkable people in West 
Africa, 

Che Fangs lord it over every people they 
meet. Years ago they swooped down apo: 
the coast natives trom the interior just as 
the hordes of barbarians jnvaded western 
Europe. They are among the greatest can 
uibals in existence. Cne of the most care- 
ful atudies male of the Fangs is that of the 
Rev. P. Lejeune, a missionary, who has 
‘ave l among them for some years. In most 
hooks and records they are referred to as the 
Pahouias. This, however, is the name ap- 
oe to them by their enemies. The word 

‘ahouin is synonymous with savage or thief 
and is perhaps a fitting designation of the 
race of cannibals who invaded all the valleys 
of the Gaboon territory. 

The single tribe of the Betsi Fangs, ac- 
cording to De Brazza, numbers over 2,000,- 
000 soula. Their most important. villages 
are from three to ten miles miles back from 
the rivers, Father Lejeune estimates that 
along the Ogowe Kiver from Lambarene to 
Nydole there are 200,000 Fangs. But all thé 
rivera forming a network through the coun- 
try are in the possession of thisrace. They 
are divided into three principal tribes, 
whose aialects differ widely from one an 
other. It is easy to see however, thac theic 
languages came not long ago froma com. 
mon source, and that the emigration of large 
bodies of the great tribe produced. marked 
dialectic. ditferenyes. 

There are very few whites who know any- 
thing of their language. The dithculty of 
tts construction, the indistinctness with 
which it is pronounced, the nasal tone in 
which the words are uttered, and the exces- 
sive swiftness of speech of the Fangs, have 
disgouraged most white men who have tried 
tomaster the language. A small dictionary 
of their tongue, however, has been made b 
Father Lejeune. He said he found the tas 
very difficalt, aad frequently he was on the 
point of abandoning it in despair. He could 
tind no interpreter among them who could 
translate their speech or his own, The 
Fangs would not take him seriously; and 
geve him much misinformation. Finally 
he found some Fang children who had 
taken service in white factories along the 
Ogowe and had learned the Mpongue /an 
guage. The priest obtained « large vocabu- 
lary from these children, 

‘Fhe adult Fangs decline to learn any other 
language. If they engage in trade they speak 
Fang. If they have any controversy with 
another tribe they will discuss the merits of 
the case only in the Fang tongue. It is 
absolutely nécessary for missionaries and 
merchants and even other negro tribes, if 
they are to make headway and get on with 
the Fangs, to learn their language. Tho 
commerce of Gaboon isin their hands. They 
alone supply ivory to white traders. Ifa 
merchant understands their language busi- 
ness is speedily transacted. If he talks 
through an interpreter it sometimes takes 
days to complete a sale. 

The Fangs have a saying that ‘the Fang 
is he who kills the elephant; the white man 
isan elephant.” which is their way of saying 
that the white man is rather stupid. This 
expresses their opinion of many of the traders 
and missionaries they meet. A German tra- 
der living at Lambarene, on the Ogowe River 
some years ago began to study the Fang 
language. Now nearly all the Fang ‘rubber 
bask Ivers dealers flock to him, and he con- 
trols the larger part of the trade, to the great, 
disadvantage of merchants who have not his 
attainments. ‘ 

Other tribes try to conceal the fact that 
they arecannibals. The Fangs are proud of 
it. If one asks them why they have left the 
land of their fathers and invaded this region 
near the sea, they simply reply, ** We came 
here to eat.” Yet they believe in a God who 
governs all things. They believe that thieves 
and assassins ace punished in eternal fire. 
They have made some progress in the forg- 
ing of iron, but are not nearly so advanced 
in their arta as many less active, acute, and 
powerful tribes, They aro constantly en- 
gaged in war with neighboring villages of 
their own people or with the tribes among 
whom they have intruded. They are satis- 
fied with nothing else than complete mas- 
tery of the soil. They cat their prisoners, 
men who are killed in battle, unfortunates 
whom they catch straggling in the woods, 
and boatmen of tribes with whom they are 
at war, 

Hut the most of the soldiers now employ- 
ed by the French Government. in their Con- 
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the most remarkable change in weapons in 
the last few years, was such as would moat 
aggravate suffering and slaughter iu the 
battle of the future. : 

“The experience of the army surgeon 
shows,” he said, ** that wounds from cannon 
balis and grenades are exceedingly rare 
rs with wounds from rifles. At the 
battles of Weissenburg and Worth I bad an 
opportunity to notice, and elsewhere also I 
male the same observation, that artillery 
wounds are very few, to say nothing of the 
aavalry, for cuta or injuries from blows are 
seldom to be found, te figures the propor- 
tion is $) percent. of the wounds come from 
rifle balls, perhaps 15 per cent, from heavy 
guns, and five per cent, from cavalry wea- 
pons. I speak here of battlefields and not 
sieges. I have heard the argument that the 
cause of this apparently disproportion 
between the deadliness of large and of small 
arms is that men injured by canton halls or 
cannon balls or grenades die at once or very 
soon. In the war of 1870-'71, however, ac- 
curate statistics of those buried in the dead 
trenches show that comparatively few were 
killed by artillery.

Ve have not had illustrations yet of ita’ 
working in war, but we may form some con. 
ception of this. Some people say that the 
long range ofthe new rifle will lead to mans 
muvring at a distance, and that the shooting 
will be therefore wide of the targeta. To be 
sure this manceuvring was the principle of 
the last war, butit has its limits. It depends 
on the contour of the country, and when 
an army is cornered it must fight. Had the 
French had enough ammunition to advance 
from two or three of their forts, the man- 
ceuvring would have been at an end. A col- 
lision must come some time ; and then what 
will the effect of the new rifle be? Bullets 
that formerly stopped at the bone will pierce 
it, and perhaps two or three other bones, 
the number of severely wounded will be 
rapidly increased, and the armies will dwin 
dle rapidly. 

**Ta consequence of the greater length of 
range, the wounded must be treated at a 
longer distance from the onemy, say 400 
paces further than heretofore. Moreover, 
with the quicker moveme sts of the troops 
comes the necessity for the quicker moving 
of the field hospitals. The number of por- 
ters of the wounded, already too small in 
the Austrian army, will have to be largely 
increased ; in fact, many wagons must be 
drawn up immediately behin the line of 
battle to carry off the injured.”

powder, Prof, Billroth continued :

But he bas a considerable in- 
come of his own, and his wife has means, 
and their position at court has advantages 
altogether apart from pecuniary ones, 


THE QUEEN'S IDEA OF CHARITY. 


The Queen has set a wise and truly hu- 
mane example in positively refusing to give 
anything to promiscuous charity, which 
simply means encouraging fraud and bring- 
ing discredit on real benevolence, and the 
keeper of the privy purse shows his ability 
quite as much in what is refused or ignored 
as in what is granted, 

When the riots ocenrred in the west end 
of London some years ago, and numbers of 
foolish people hastened to subscribe great 
sums for so-called ‘‘ unemployed,” the 
Queen would not give a shilling. Sir Hen- 
Ponsonby made careful inquiries, with 
result that the ~ letter _< inclos- 
ure never a red. The Radical papers 
howled and Flnstared, but the Queen 5 
not care a straw for that sort of unpopular- 
ity. Attacks were made on the royal family 
and the court officials; but it all made no 
difference. 


Her Majesty's royal purse remained tight- 
ly clasped, and, all the rich people taking 
their eye from her the ‘‘ unemployed” fund | 
was a failure. 

In all such matters‘as these Sir Henry 
Ponsonby is the Queen’s direct and only ad- 
viser. He has got to get his information 
how and where he can, but he must get it 
somehow, without any delay, and be ready 
to advise decisively, yes or no, and to give 
a reason for his advice. 

The very few mistakes she has made in 
her benevolence have been when she has 
acted agaiust Sir Henry's advice or allowed 
herself to be got at by some weak-minded 
woman with no knowledge of the world, 

On two or three occasions the Queen has 
behaved so foolishly or so wrong-headodly 
that people have wondered whether she was 
in ber right mind, and what sort of idiots 
she had about her. 


Alr Strata Over Citics. 


The popwlaridea that tle higher one 
goes in the city air the purer the atmosphere 
becomes has been disproved by evidence just 
given before a seleot committee on House of 
Commons ventilation in London. It is 
found that the air of cities like London, 
where soft coal is burned,is purest at abont 
thirty or forty feet from the ground. Lower 
than that thedxest is encountered, and 
higher the smoke from the chimneys. These 
conclusions were arrived at from experi- 
ments with frames of wood covered with 
blanketing material put at different eleva- 
tions—one on the top of the clock tower at 
Westminster, another on the highest point 
of the roof, and others at various Leights 
down to the courtyard. After five hours’ 
exposure there were found to be more smuts 
at high elevations than at the low, but on 
the level of the courtyard there were con- 
siderable quantities of dust. 

The thfereuce from these experiments is 
that the common notion that the highest 
stories of the tallest blocks of flats are 
especially desirable for their salubrity is 
apt to be a mistaken one, and that beyond 
forty feet nothing is gained by going high- | 
er, unleassa very great height, cay some 

400 or 509 feet, is reached.

‘**To make a spool of thread,” saye a man- | 
ufacturer, ‘‘is a complicated process, Only | 
the very best Sea Island cotton can be used ' 
for this purpose. The cotton is taken in the | 
raw state and torn all to pieces by a machine | 
called a ‘breaker.’ It then goes through | 
several other machines by which it is care- 
fully combed and freed from impurities, A! 
machine called a ‘slubber’ then takes it up ' 
and twists it out into soft white yarn. This 
iscarefully combed again and it is then taken 
into anotherdepartinenut, where several small : 
strands of this yarn are twisted into one fine | 
one. Three of these are then twisted to- 
gether and you then have six-cord thread, 
which, after it is bleached, is ready for the | 
market. Another interesting thing is the 
numbering of the thread. Every lady knows 
the size of the thread that she requires for 
doing a certain piece of work, but very few 
of them know how it came to be so number- 
ed. You see, when cotton thread was first 
made, 840 yards of it weighed just one pound. 
This was called No. 1, and if a pound con- 
tained just twice this number of yaris it 
was called No. 2, and so on.”

The ground 
within the ropes has been neatly sodded, 
and these mementos—I counted neventy- 
eight of them—are all arranged neatly and 
im order, the artificial affaira under glase 
already alluded to forming the four flanks. 

Just as I arrived a large package from 
Mre. Parnell, at Brighton, was brought by 
four ladies, It was addressed in the same 
hand-writing as the immortelle eard, on 
which is inscribed : “ My love, my husband, 
my king ! From your broken-hearted wife.” 

At the foot of the grave placed there the 
day previously, I learned, was a lar, heart 
measuring about eighteen inches y two 
feet, and com entirely of growin 
shamrocks Upon this lay a Rreen silk 
— with a harp pubwoid ered thereon in 
geld, and the initials ““C. 8.

CABINET CHANGES. 

The first of some changes that have 
beon contemplated for several months 
past in the Dominion Cabinet were an- 
nounced at Ottawa on Monday last. 
They aro aw follows :-— 


‘To be Minister of Kailways and 
Canals, Hon. John Graham Haggart. 
To be Minister of Public Works, 
Hon. Joseph A. Ouimot. 
_ These are the announcements made 
on Monday through the Government 
organs. Promior Abbott so decided on 
Saturday, and his selections were duly 
Approved by his Excellency the Gover- 
nor-Genoral 


‘The portfolio of Postmaster General 
thas becomes vacant; Mr. Chapleau 
is shut out from the attainment of his 
desires ; Hon. Frank Smith may now 
enjoy the rest to which, his and 
hard life work entitle hitn, and Hon. 
Mackenzie Bowell is relieved of the 
atraih of overwork. Mr. Bowell has 
had charge of both Customs and Rail- 
eh and Canals, and has worked hard 
at them since last summor. 

The constituency of Laval becomes 
vacant in consequence of Col. Ouimet’s 
acceptance of an office of emolument 
under the Crown, and the writ for a 
new election will be issued without de- 
lay. 

Referring to the changes, the Empire 
has the following in reference to the 
Hon. member for North Hastings :— 


“The appointments made yesterday 
are welcomed by two gentlemen who 
in an eminent degree the con- 
fidence and esteem of the public, viz., 
Hop. Mackenzie Bowell and Hon. 
Frank Smith. Mr. Bowell has tho re- 
- putation of being the “willing worker” 
of the Cabinet. No Minister has stuck 
more faithfully to his post than he. 
For years during the hot summer 
months, he has often beon the sole re- 
presentative of the Cabinet at the capi- 
tal with the cares of nearly all the de- 
ta on his shoulders, and this 
it is worth remembering, that he 
of all the mombers of the Government, 
is the only one who has continuously 
retained his present since the Conser- 
vative party came into power-in 1878. 
When the portfolio of Railways and 
Canals became vacant through the death 
of our lamented chieftain, Sir John 
Macdonald, Hon. Mr, Abbott requested 
Mr, Bowell to administer the affairs of 
that department until such time as re- 
construction took place. Mr. Bowell 
did so, and applied himself to the work 
with characteristic energy such as to 
win for himself encomiums from all 
thoee having business with that depart- 
ment, and, at the same time, he has 
kept the affairs of the Customs Depart- 
ment running smoothly. It has been 
simply bed and work with Mr. Bowell 
for months and doubtless he appreciates 
the fact that henceforth his daily labors 
will be eomewhat lighter.” 
«It is since rumoured that Hon. M. 
Bowell will soon take the easier posi- 
tion of Minister of Militia, while Sir 
A. Caron will take that of Postmaster-

Antmpertant Series of Artificial Water- 
Ways te the Great Loke, 


At Hamilton last week Mr. H. B. Witton, 
Government Inspector of Canals, read an 
interesting Paper on the enbject of “*Cang- 
dian Canale and Wate rways”’ He said 
the extreme length ofthe Canadian St. Law- 
rence and lake routes from the Straits of 
Belle Isle to Port. Arthur on Lake Superior 
was2.226 miles. Thelevelof Lake Superior 
above the river level at Three Rivers, the 
point where tidal influence on the St. Law- 
rence is first noticeable, is 600 feet. Except 
the Sanit Ste. Marie Canal, one mile long, 
with its single lock, the deepening of the 
St. Clair flats, and some blasting of rock 
near Detroit, in the St. Clair River, all the 
locksand works to overcome natural obstactl- 
es in the long siretch of inland navigation 
from Belle Isle to Lake Superior have been 
coustracted at Canadian expente. The Do- 
minion Government has at present under 
construction a lock on the Canadian side of 
Sault Ste. Marieat the the entrance of Lake 
Superior, A channel has been dredged 
through Lake St. Peter, enabling ocean 
vessels of deep draught to reach the port of 
Montreal: but the canals which properly 
belong to the St. Lawrence inland system of 
navigation are those from the western en- 
trance of the Welland Canal, at Port 
Colborne on Lake Erie, to the eastern basin 
of the Lachine Canal, at Montreal. The 
distance from Port Colborne to Montreal 
is 375 miles ; proceeding from the east weat- 
ward, the chief obstructions to navigation 
of the St. Lawrence are ; the St. Louis Cas- 
cades, Cedars, Coteau, | ong Sault, Farran’s 
Point, Plat and Galops rapids, between 
Montreal and Lake Ontario, and the falle 
and rapids of Niagara between Lake Ontario 
and Lake Erie. These obstructions are 
avoided by seven canals, seventy and a 
Guarter miles long, which have fifty-two 
locks, with a total rise or lockage of 533 
feet. Port Colborne, on Lake Erie, is 550 
feet higher than thé river level at Montreal 
leaving in excess of the total canal lockage 
a declivity of seventeen feet in the navigable 
parts of the river, : ‘5 

“The Wellands@iisel, by which the falls 
and rapids of eee, oY River are avoid- 
ed is the only navigable communication he- 
tween Lake Ontario and Lake Erie. It is 
twenty-seven miles long, and has twenty- 
six lovks, with a total lockage of 326 feet, 
the difference of level between the two 
lakes. The first Welland Canal was pro- 
jected by a company who secured Govern- 
ment aid for their undertaking. They 
worked with determination, and in: 1829 a 
vessel of cighty-five tons burden passed 
through the canal. Improvements were 
made in 1833. A few years later Lord Dnr- 
ham called for a report on the canals of the 
country, and atterward the Government 
bought up the stock held by private owners, 
and deci fea to improve the canal as a pub- 
lic work. After the union of Upper and 
‘Lower Canada in 1841 the canal was en- 
larged by the Government. Locks 200x45 
feet were constructed, and supplied with 
nine feet depth of water. In 1853 the 
depth of water was increased to ten feet. 
In 1883 other improvements, which had 
been several years in progress, were. com- 
pleted making the works Virtually a new 
canal. New locks 270x45 feet were con- 
structed, and the canal was widened, deep- 
ened, and made to feed from Lake Erie, as 
the Grand River—the source of supply for 
the former canal—fell short toward the end 
of the season. 

This new Welland Canal was opened 
in 1883 fo? vessels drawing twelve feet of 
water, and since that date the canal banks 
have been raised so that in 1887 it was 
opened for vessels of fourteen feet draught. 
a depth of water since maintained. 

The Welland Canal is built throughout 
ina substantial manner. Its masonry is 
massive,and its locks and superstructure em 
body in their construction teachings of years 
of actual experience in operating the earlier 
Welland Canal. The lockage of the canal 
up the Niagara escarpment, its ge 
through the deep cut near port Robinso , 
and the construction of the canal aqueduct 
over the Welland River are works of more 
than ordinary engineering difficulty. Their 
successful accomplishment brought credit 
to the Canadian public men and to the 
late John Page, chief engineer of the Gov- 
ernment canals, and his staff The cost of 
the Welland Canal was $24,000,000, 

Last year 522,221 tons of agricultural pro- 
ducts passed through the Welland Canal. In 
185%, before the great development of the 
railways, the canals carried 60 per cent. of 
the whole freight moved. The proportion of 
freight that now goes by water is only 14 
percent. The value of all cargoes carried 
on the great lakes in 1890 is estimated at 
more than $300,000,000. Before the St. 
Lawrence can attract its share of this im- 
mense traffic, the whole series of St. Law- 
rence canals must be improved to the lock 
dimensions and depth of water carried out 
onthe Welland. By general consent the 
Dominion Government adopted that policy 
years ago, and most of the work is either

This asylum for the Alpine wayfarer 
(7,000 feet above the sea level) is said to 
have been founded A 1). 962 by St. Bernard 
of Menthon, whiie, according to some au- 
thorities, it rose a céntury earlier under 
Charlemagne, Neither saint nor emperor is 
likely to make good his claim, as tae arc- 
hives of the hospice have been completely 
destroyed in two successive conflagrations, 
Bat, ke other Christain institutions, it 
had undoubtedly a pagan predecessor. The 
Romans, on the self-same spot, built a 
temple to the Penine Jove, and that in turn 
occupied the site of a still earlier shrine of 
prehistoric antiquity.

Alleged Remarkable Discevery in the 
Miils of South Dakota. 


A despatch from Rapid City, South Da- 
kota, says: A gentleman from M atta, 
about twenty-five miles southwest of this

| weeks ago. According to the story told, there 
is a natural onan ere line between two 
mountains inthe Black Hills range.

In the Almonte Gazette of December 
11th last appears a notice that applica- 
tion will be made to Parliament at its 
next session for an Act to incorporate a 
company to build afrailway line from 
the vicinity of the village of Carp, in 
Huntley township, county of Carleton, 
through the villages of A)monte, and 
Sharbot Lake, a distance of about fifty 
miles. In same issue also is given an 
editorial and a letter from the promoter 
Andrew Bell, Esq., C. E., giving a des- 
cription of the proposed route and 
urging the Scheme before the public. 

Your correspondent has just recejyed 
a letter from Mr, Bell, informing him 
that the above scheme is now enlarged 
to include the old “ Toronto and Ottawa 
railway line,” from Sharbot Lake to 
Madoc Village. his, the promoters 
claim, will give Almonte railway facil- 
ities, independant of the “ Canadian 
Pacific railway,” as also the rear country 
by what willbe the shortest line. be- 
tween Ottawa and Toronto. 

Should this seheme hecome a factand

PROGRESS IN SCIENCES 


A German professor recommends the fol- 
lowing receipt fora liquid soap for medicinal 
fuse in wounds, &c.: One part of caustic 
potash dissolved in an equal weight of water, 
To this add four parts of olive oil and one- 
fourth part of alcohol. Stir thoroughly for 
ten minutes, shaking repeatedly. After 
about an hour mix with an equal quantity 
of water. Let it then stand several days, 
then filter it, and it is ready for use. 

It now requires but thirteen pounds of 
water converted into steam with a pressure 
of 175 to 209 pounds in the boiler to secure 
one horse-power with « triple expansion 
engine. By the use of one-third more coal 
the pressure in the boiler and the horse- 
power can be doubled.

AY THE MOMETT oF DEATH. 


Seme Terrible Pictures of the Last mre 
Pempeil. 


ale ts Beemed 


Some years ago, in a. small street, the 
workmen employed in the excavations at 
Pompeii discovered an empty space of an 
unusuel form, in which were some skeletons, 
Before disturbing them they called me 
Florelli, who was fortunately at hand. 
singularly happy thought struck him. He 
had the empty «pace filled with liquid plas- 
ter of Paris and repeated the 
case of some other openings wh ted 
a similar appearance. As soon as the plaster 
was hardened the surrounding ashes were 
removed and displayed the perfect casts of 
four human bodies. All four are now in the 
museum there, and amore singular and af- 

| fecting sight is, perhaps, not to be seen in 
the world. The plaster was hardened 
around the ashes so perfectly in shape of 
what may be termed the mold formed by 
the fallen ashes round the living bodies that 
the whole aspect of the dying frame is pre- 
served, even to the minuteat details, ox 
that here and there - bones of the sk 
ton within are rally uncovered, Egyp 
ian mummies f angvoe, black and hideous, 
and arranged in an artificial postaroe for 
their burial, while in the exhumed Pompei- 
ians we see human beings in the very act of 
dying. 

One of them is the body of a woman, close 
to whom were found a large number of coins, 

| two silver vases, some keys and some jewels, 
which she was carrying with her when the 
falling ashes arrested hor flight, It is easy 
to trace her head-dress and the material of 
her clothing, and on one of her fin, are 
two silver rings. Her hands were so clasp- 
edin agony that the nail had pierced the 
flesh. With the exception of her legs, the 
whole body is swollen and contracted. It 
jis plain that she strove violently in her 
dying struggle. Her attitude is that of the 
last agony and not that of death. Behind 
her lay another woman and a girl, evidently 
of humble rank. 

The elder of the two, possibly the mother, 
has an iron ring on one of her fingers, The 
signs of a dying struggle are evident, but 
the death seems to have been easier than in 

_ the case of the victim tast described. Close 
| to her lies the girl, almost a child in > 
The details of her. dress are preserved with 
a startling faithfulness. One can see the 
material and stitching of her frock, the un- 
; mended rents in her long sleeves, her dress 
over her head, to ward off the torrent of 
ashes, and falling headlong on her face had 
| rested her head on one of her arms, and so 
, died, apparently without a struggle. 
The fourth body is that of a large and 
owerful man who had sat down to die with 
1i8 arms and legs straight and fixed, His 
dress is completely preserved, his trousers 
are close, his sandals are laced to the feet, 
with nails in their soles. On one finger is 
an iron ring ; his mouth is open, and shows 
| that he had lost some of his teeth ; his nose 
and cheeks are strongly marked ; the eyes 
and hair havedisappeared, butthe moustache 
remains. The whole sight is tragic to the 
last degree. After the of eighteen 
centuries the terrible death seems to be en- 
acting itself before us with all its appalling 
sufferings.

Practically the 
whole English speaking world must then 
array iteelf against Kussia in aid of tivili- 
zation. Amnerica must aid. At such a 
time there can be no remembrance of the 
Revolution or the War of 1812. 

‘The army of tho future, however, is in 
China. I believe that when the right time 
comes England will face Russift with a million

States show that the American portions of 
this belt which have been most recently ex- 
ploited, or the portions nearest to Canada, 
tontain the richest deposits of the whole 
belt. I have just given these statistics, in 
relation to the slight increase in production 
in the States farthest to the south, and the 
extraordinary increase already made and 

made in the states just south of our 
, viz., in Idaho and Montana. The 
mineers who have been engaged in Montana, 
Colorado and Idaho practically all agree— 
as I know from al intercourse with 
them within the last two or three years— 
and 1 do not hesitate to make this statement 
and have it go back, there that that part of 
the belt in known av the Kootenay 
region, is probably richer than any thing 
that has been discovered in the Southern 
region from which this $60,000,000 annually 
has been produced.

In the old Nevada days 
that was impossible. The wealth of those 
who were working those mines was not all 
got from the mineral; a large proportion 
of it was obtained from the wages of servant 

irls and salaries of clerks, spent and lost 
in gambling in mining stocks. This gamb- 
ling has all ceased now. It is an extraordin- 
ary fact that in the centre of the newest 
rtion of development there is absolutely 
is less gambling in mining stocks than in 
wheat on the Chicago Exchange. This is be 
cause all mining there is on a legitimate 
basis. Any investments made are either to 
purchase prospects or to develop them, or to 
work the mines. 

These facts are all to have an important 
bearing upon the development on our newly- 
discov fields in British Columbia. In 
view of these facts, I venture to say that 
the silver output of this new district with- 
in the next five years will be greater than 
the present output of minerals of all kinds 
in the-whole of Canada. The statement may 
appear to you to be a bold one, and in mak- 
ing it I feelsure Iam keeping within the 
mark. [am willing that it should go into 
print, and shall not be afraid to face it five 
years hence.

policy. The President desired to put an-end | 


to Government guarantees of interest upon 
sugar-mill concessions, and to expend the 
money thus saved upon harbor improve- 
ments in Rio Grande do Sul. The qnarrel 
culminated in bitter party warfare, in the 
course of which the President, exercising a | 
right given him by the Constitution, vetoed 
the Incompatibility bill, which provided , 
that.no one should hold a State and a Fed- | 
eral office at the same time, Congress se- 
cured a two-thirds majority to pass the bill 
over the veto by excludirg the vote of Sen- 
ator Pedro da Fonseca, the’ President's 
brother, who, as Governor of Alagoas, was 
said to he too deeply interested in the re- 
sult. Whether the President's brother 
sbould have taken ‘part in a division on 
this bill may have been a matter of good 
taste and propriety ; put there is no doubt 
taat the majority exceeded’ their conatitu- 
tional powers when they deprived him of 
his vote. The result of this high-handed 
action was to break off the negotiations for 
a reconciliation between Congress and the 
Executive which had been pending. Never- 
theless, h ad the Congress stopped there, 
there is no reason to suppose that a coup 
d'etat would have been attempted by the 
Executive. The majerity, however, of the 
Federal Regislature proceeded to pass a bill 
depriving the President of the right of veto- 
This waa a distinct violation of the Consti- 
tution, which expressly endows the Execu 
tive with this right and specifies that ‘an 
amendment to theConstitation can be made 
only in the following way, viz.: First, it 
must be proposed by a fourth part of either 
House of Congress, or by two-thirds of the 
States of the Union ; next, it must pass 
three readings ; then it must be held over 
until the following year, and finally, 
after again passing three readings must 
receive a two-thirds majority of the 
votes of the Chamber and Senate.— 
The Congress having thus notoriously ex- 
ceeded its powers, the President imitated 
the example, and did, in his turn, what the 
Constitution gave him noright todo. That 
is to say, he dismissed the National Assem- 
bly. We need not recapitulate in detail 
what followed. The province of Rio Grande 
do Sul revolted, either because its inhabit- 
ants deemed the maintenance of republican 
institutions far more important than the 
profit derivable by them from local Br 


priations, or because the leaders of the Con- |. 


gress party promised to carry out the har- 
bor improvements which the President had 
pronounced indispensable. The Govern- 
ment proving unable to suppress the revolt, 
the navy ultimately declined to support the 
President, who accordingly, resigned. 
Therenpon the office of Chief Magistrate 
devolved under the Constitution upon Vice- 
President Peixotto, who forthwith recon- 
voked the disbanded Congress. The se- 
quence of events seems to prove that the 
Brazilians will not tolerate a violation of 
the Constitution by the Executive. It re- 
mains to be seen whether the Legislature 
can with impunity violate it. As the case 
stands the record of the Congress bears wit- 
ness to such @ violation in the shape of the 
bill denving the right of veto to the Presid- 
ent, We shall look with interest to see 
whether public opinion compels a reversal 
of this illegal proceeding. :

A Chinese Duck Farm. 


Blackwood has a good account of a journey 
of 1,200 miles up the Yang-se-Kiang full of 
description and haste on the mind the im- 
pression that China, besides being one of 
the most original of civilized countries, must 
be one of the most beautitul. The following 
passage may raise in some fowl-breeders a 
new appreciation of Chinese skill in discip- 
lining their feathered flocks: ‘* During our 
stay at Hankow we visited a duck farm. 
The process of keeping the ducks is simple. 
A large wooden shed stands near the 
edge of the river, where the owner 
of the farm or an employe spends 
the night with his feathered friends. 
There must have been several thousand 
of ducks in the farm we visited. Before 
sunrise the door of the shed is opened, and 
out run the ducks, scrambling one over the 
other into the river, where they spend the 
day feeding. As soon as sunset approaches, 
from all parts of the river they come, for 
they wander far among the rushes and is- 
lands during the day, and there is still more 
hurry and scurry to get into the shed than 
there was to get out at dawn. The reason 
is simple. Immovable by the door sits the 
Chinaman, a long cane in his hand, and 
woe betide the last duck to enter, for down 
on its back comes the long bamboo with a 
pain-inflicting thud. In this way punctu- | 
ality is insured among the ducks.”

The record of the federal election cases 


ovfar has been a splendid exhibit of the in- 
corrupt manner in which the last general 
elections were conducted. Of 43 Conserva- 
tive seats contested 34 havebeen settled—one 
by death (Kingston) nine by the members-re- 
turned being unseated for some cause or 
other and 24 by the sitting member bein 
confirmed in his seat.

The third annual convention of the 8. 8 
Asnociation of North Hastings and Hunger- 
ford, which was held in the Methodist ehurch 
in this village, on Tuesday and Wednesday 
of last week, was a most gratifying success, 
In spite of the intense cold the attendance 
was large. Ateach session the room in 
which the meeting was held was filled. On 
Tuesday evening the body of the church was 
crowded. 

Not only was the attendance large, but it 
waa far more representative of the Sabbath 


Schools of the District, than at any previous 
Conyention. Hungerford, Huntingdon, Thur. 
low, Rawdon, Marmora, Madoc, Elzevir, 
Tudor, Cashel, Wollaston, and in all likeli- 
hood, other parts of the County were repre- 


sented, About 100 delegates froma distance | !

Wood and Dale) provided with accomodation 
and at least as many more secured homes for 
themselves. 

A very notable feature of the convention 
was the interest and attention manifested by 
the audience at every session, This was, of 
course, attributable to the character of the 
addresses, but the thoughtful observer could 
not fail to see that a large number of the 
delegates were men and women impressed 
with a growing sense of the great importance 
of the work m Sabbath School Teacher, of 
its far-reaching influences, aud weighty re- 
sponsibilities ; of their own tufitness for the 
efficient discharge of its duties, and of the 
need for instruction and inspiration, 

Every session was preceded by a service, 
ten or fifteen minutes long, of a and 

rayer for Divine guidance and blessing. 
The hymns were all well known, and appro. 
priate, and heartily a ; being led by the 
Methodist and Pres. 

byterian churches, 

The absence of the Hon. 8. H. Blake was 
was much regretted, but was unavoidable as 
his professional duties kept him in London 
during the whole period of the convention. 

Mr. D. Torrance Fraser, of Montreal, was 
present and added much by his addresses to 
the interest and usefulness of the convention, 
He is not a clergyman but a Jaymen, a man 
of active business habits and engaged in an 
occupation that demands the closest atten: 
tion, and yet 80 enthusiastic is he‘,on the 
subjects to be brought before the convention 
that he gave up very willingly two whole 
days and three nights in order to be present. 
The sudject of his first lecture was Lessons 
Supplementary to those of the International 
Series, in which he exhibited on the black. 
board, and by the use of diagrams the manner 
in which children may be made familiar with 
the leading events of Bible history, the 
greater links in the chain of Bible chronology, 
systematic groupings of Bible doctrines, and 
the authorized arrangement of the canonical 
Aoriptures, without having their young 
minds overpowered by the difficulties or 
wearied by the multiplicity of details. The 
address was practical, sensible, not only 
masterly but school-masterly, and that means 
that it not only contained the required infor- 
mation but conveyed it in the vest way, and 
arranged it in the best manner to impresa 
the pupil’s mind, to fix his attention and be 
retained in his memory. The best ideas of 
the best writers on pedagogical methods 
were reduced to practice apd action in 80 
plain and simple and yet so striking a way 
that there is little doubt of their greatly in- 
fluencing for good the methods of teaching 
that have hitherto prevailed in the Sabbath 
Schools of the district. He showed how the 
interest of children may be excited and retain. 
ed by the use of pictures, diagrams, black- 
board drawings and Kindergarten ‘ material, 
and particularly emphasized the fact that all 
such exercises should be as precise aud pune- 
tual to the minute in closing asin beginning, 
that the speaker should not only know what 
he was to say and how he was to say it, but 
he should know also when to stop, 

After a conference on 8. 8. Organization 
the Rev. C, O; Johnson, of Napanee, took 
up the subject of Christ, the Sabbath School 
Teacher's Model, and explained the founda- 
tion principles of Sabbath School ‘Peaching 
in hisown peculiar way.. Notwithstanding 
the lateness of the hour and the partial in- 
efficiency of the heating arrangements of the 
church to contend with a temperature rapidly 
hastening down to thirty below zero, the 
reverend gentleman was able to secure the 
close attention of the crowded audience to 
his somewhat lengthy address. 

On Wednesday morning the Rev J. Moore, 
B. A., of Seymour spoke on the relation of 
the Charch to the Sabbath School and the 
interest of the delegates, in the subject was 
shown by the warm discussion that ‘followed 
his address.

Investigations differ upon this point, 
and the’ majority seem to believe that ifcon- 
aces is a mildly so, ~ persons 
su rom it are no menace 
to others in contact with —* 

Deaths from La Grippe are occasionally 
recorded, and the idea is quite prevalent 
that it often threatens life. Alone there is 
not much danger from it except when the 
recuperative powers low, asin invalids 
ait op by other diseases, or in child- 

wl and old age. Under better conditions 
when death results it can almost always be 
attributed to other and graver diseaces that 
occur during its course. 


PNEUMONIA FOLLOWS IN THE WAKE, 


Pneumonia is one of the most serious of 
complications, and it would seem as 
though the relationship between it and La 
Grippe was a near one. It is doubtful, 
however, if they are even distantly related. 
Why, then, are they so often associated? 
This question has never been satisfactorily 
answered, Pneumonia, like La Grippe, is 
ably @ disease. Moreover, cer- 
investigators have found that what are 
mae ge by many to be the — of pneu- 
monia abound in an a ere with the 
ms \that they have thought r be those . 
Grippe. If this is #0, the frequency o 
ths grave complication is easily accounted 
for. The latter put the air passages in a 
favourable condition, and the former, nat- 
urally, take advantage of the invitation, as 
it were, to entrench themselves, 

So much for the nature of La Grippe ; 
and now to the measures of prevention. 
Man’s susceptibility to all infectious diseases 
varies y with his general health. 
When germs find their way into his 
body they meet with resistance’ and a 
wtruggle takes place between them and the 
partaatiacked. If the germs are victorious 
shey make further ingress, and their special 
discase is the consequence. But, fortunate- 
¥ more often than otherwise they meet 

efeat and are destroyed. 

Obviously the chances of the individual's 
pry na depend not only upon the number 
of invading germs and the virulence, but 
upon his own strength ; and if feeble and 
ailing he is likely to fall an easy victim. 
Hence, in the presence of an epidemic like 
La Sete. when hosts of powerful germs 
are floating about, it becomes all persons to 
look well to their means of defense, and 
8 them in every possible way. 

The first important step is to see that all 
tha vital organs are in condition to do their 
work easily and promptly, Commencin 
with the stomach, more than likely it wil 
be found that this organ has been somewhat 
overtared, and if so, the most of the others 
will be more or less sluggish. The remedy 
is easy ; reduce the quantity of feod and 
take only what is necessary to maintain 
health and strength. Restrict the diet, 
also, to substances that are nourishing and 
easily digestible. 

Open also all the waste avenues, and in 
this way relieve the more or less congested 
organs and quicken their functional activ« 
ity. If constipation exists, a laxative—as 
Hawvadi water—should be taken every 
morning, on rizing, in half a pint of hot 
Water. 


EXERCISE AND PURE AIR. 


Nothing can favor and strengthen nature's 

means of defense against disease more than 
exercise in pure air; therefore, a brisk 
walk of from two or four miles should be 
taken each day ; and, asa matter of fact, so 
potsatis this measure, when the disease is 
coming on it can often be aborted by a walk 
in heavy ee until a free 
perspiration has been produced. 
* “The living, working and sleeping rooms 
should be kept well ventilated for if the air 
breathed is impure the: blood for the time 
being must, inevitably, be more or less im- 
sore and the tone and resistance of the 
yy lowered in conrequence. 

It should be borne*iu mind that the skin 
is not merely a covering for the body, buat 
is an organ of vital importance ; and unless

cine are the surest preventives against it. 

A word as to alcoholic stimulants. They 
have been often prescribed in La Grippe, 
aud, not unnaturally, the idea is quite gen- 
eral that they are eflicient preventives. Far 
from such happy effect they render onc} 
wuch more liable to this disease, because cf 
the depression which is itevitable after their 


In these few simple hints are embodied 
the measures that are the greatest assistance 
to nature in warding off La Grippe. They 

i those who 
try them may feel assured that they have 
done their best to strengthen their defenses, 
and that they will make a good fight if at- 
tacked. 

Considering the fact that complications, 
in the form of grave diseases, are liable to 
to occur during La Grippe, also that even in 
mild attacks their is often very much pros- 
tration and nervous shock, that leaves the 
victim greatly delibated for a long time, it 
is obvious that the proper treatment should 

applied early in every case. Also that 

h teeatment should be entrusted to a 
physician. This isthe only wise and safe 
course for the victims of the disease to pur- 
sue. 

HOW GRIP IS MANIFESTED. 

The urgent need of this is more apparent 
when the fact is understood that La Grippe 
manifests itself in a variety of ways, and 
that there is no one line of treatment appli- 
cable to all forms. The most pronounced 
varieties are three in number and are term- 
ed by physicians the neurotic, the catarrhal 
and the gastric. 

In the first the symptoms are mainly ner- 
vous, and include severe pains, neuralgic in 
character, in the head, chest, back and 
limbs, with extreme nervousness, often de- 
lirium, great prostration, etc. 

In the catarrhal form the air passages are 
most involved, with symptomscharacteristic 
of inflammation there, es sneezing, discharge 
from the nose, sore throat, hoarseness, 
cough, tightness in the chest, etc. In fact 
this form resemb!es closely a ‘hard cold.” 
And it is in this that liability to pneumonia 
is the test. 

In the = form of La Grippe, as the 
name implies, the most prominent symptoms 
are referable to the stomach and associate 
organs. There is nausea, and usually vom- 
iting, and other symptons which are often 
conveniently termed ‘‘bitious.”” The air 
passages are also more or Jess involved in 
this form, but seldom to such a marked de- 
gree as in the catarrhal. And in the severe 
cases the symptons resemble somewhat those 
of typhoid fever. 

In the catarrhal, as well asin the gastric 
form of La Grippe, there is likely to be 
great prostration, and the convalesence slow 
and tedious, If pneumonia occurs as a com- 

lication it intensifies the daoger, and yet 
far greater proportion of recoveries occur 
than in uncomplicated pveumonia, for 
when associated with La Grippe, its course 
is often a modified one, and materially 
shorter than usual, 

These are the three distinct forms, but 
they may all be combined. Everycase of 
one form only, however, may have marked 
peculiarities, Morover the complications, 
and the after diseases thatare liable to occur 
are so many every victim of La Grippe must, 
unhappily, for a time be in doubt as to the 
termination of his attack. 

Manifestly, therefore, in every instance 
skilful treatmeht should be applied as 
soon asthe first symptoms present them- 
selves. And if this is done La Grippe will 
be so modified that it will ran only a short 
and a mild course, and without danger of 
complications.

LAVSDOWNE ON PrFFEeRiN. 


The Qucen’s Representative in tediaXpeakes 
in High Terms of Mis Predecessor. 


This week's mail fron India brings fall re" 
| ports of Lord Lansdowne speech when un- 
veiling in Calcutta the statue of Lord Daf- 
ferin. Referring to his predecessor's rule in 
India, the Viceroy said :—‘* Whether in re- 
gard to the external orto the internal affairs 
of the Indian Empire, those four years were 
unusually eventfal and laborious, and 
brought with them more than their share of 
trouble and heavy responsibility. Upon our 
western frontiers he left his mark by a settle- 
ment, as complete as the circumstances per- 
mitted, of a boundary question which, less 
judiciously handled would have. imperilled 
the peace of the wo-ld, and by establishing 
upon the throne of Afgh wnistan a ruler who 
has since shown himself faithful in bis 
allegiance to us and strong enough to hold 
in check the turbulent elements of which 
his kingdom is composed, Upon our eastern 
confines he brought toa close a long series 
of complications and anxieties bythe addition 
to the Empire of the Province of Upper 
Burmah.” \Asto Lord Dufferin’s internal 
policy, Lord Lansdowne said :—* It will be 
memorable for many usefal measures, 
amongst which a conspicuous place must be 
given to those for the improvement of the 
ition of the cultivators of the soil in 
ngal, in Oudh, end in the Pubjaub ; edu- 
cation, the health of the people, the condition 
of the pe nin service, the state of the Im. 
perial defences, the contribution to those 
defences made by the Indian States, and 
the extension of our railway system, all re- 
ceived their share of attention. 

Ido not think it will be gainsaid that these 
and the other grave problems which con- 
fronted him were dealt with patiently, 
courageously, and judiciously, nor when the 
history of Lord Dufferin’s Administration 
comes to be written will it be regarded as 
the least @f his achievements that he 
throughort conducted the affairs of this 
country in such a manner as to create and 
to maintain a kindly feeling and mutual 
confidence between all classes and sections 
of our Indian commanity. One of the most 
unmistakable proofs that the verdict 
of his contemporaries in India was a 
favourable one is to be found in the 
fact that as soon as his intended de- 
parture became known a movement to 
erect his statue was set on foot. It was 
supported by all classes of the community, 
without distinction of race, class, or creed.” 
After referring to Lord Dufferin’s public 
eervices and success, the Viceroy said :— 
‘It would be hard, indeed, amongst his 
many brilliant qualities to designate those 
to which his success has been specially due. 
It may, perhaps, be said that the most con- 
spicuous of these have been hisextraordinary 
perception of human naturo, hia unerring 
tact, and his power of conciliating opposi- 
tion; nor must we forget that rare gilt of 


appropriate expression in speech and in| 


writing, which, it has often been said, came 
to him as a birthright, but which as an as- 
sidrous student of arts and letters, he con- 
stantly cultivated and improyed, a gift 
which invariably stood him in good stead, | 
whatever the nationality or the character 
of his audience, and which enabled him with 
equal ease and happiness, and with the pre- 
cise amount of erndition, humour, and 
sound sense which the occasion happened to 
require, to describe his own adventures in 
high latitudes, to take his part in the hot 
encounter of political debate, to lay rich 
stores of wit and wisdom before an academi- 
cal audience, or to give voice to the feelings 
ofa sorrow-stricken nation, sharing its sove- , 
eign’s grief for an irreparable loss. '

CABINET CHANGES. 


The Dominion Government has beon 
further “ ro-constructed,” and some im- 
portant changes are announced this 
week. Hon. Mackenzie Bowell has 
been moved from the Customs Depart- 
ment, over which he has so ably pre- 
sided since 1878, to that of Minister of 
- Militia anda Defence, a portfolio that is 
at once of great importance but entailing 
much less labor in its administration 
than that of Customs. Mr. Bowell has 
always been acknowledged as the hard- 
est worked member of the Cabinet, and 
it was but just that with advancing 
years his duties be lightened. At the 
game time it is but right that the 
Militia Department be presided over 
‘by an Ontario man and a Protestant. 
Mr. Bowell is an old military man him- | 
self, having been connected with one | 
of the first volunteer companies formed | 
in Canada, the oll Belleville Rifles, 
now No. | Company of the 49th Batt., | 
and at the time of the Fenian troubles 
che saw active service in the ranks of | 
the force he is now to administer. He 
has ever since mairitained that warm | 
interest and pride in the success of the | 
volunteers which so devoted and loyal | 
a subject of the Queen may be expected 
to take. His interest in the men of 
the force has been specially marked, | 
and their increased efficiency may be | 
looked for under his administration.

000. Had it not been for the heroic 
eflorta of the citizens the greater part of 
the village would have been destroyed. 
Several parties were more or less injured 
but none seriously. The elevator con- 
tained a large quantity of grain, ostim- 
ated at from 30,000 to 40,000 bushels. 

On Tuesday morning a telogram came 
to Madoc asking for the assistance of 
our fire engine in the endeavor to save 
a portion of the grain. Tho appeal was 
promptly responded to, and in an hour 
or so the engine and hose cart, with 
about a dozen of our firemen, were 
loaded on two sleighs and on the road. 

They worked all afternoon 
and itis thought the service rendered 
will save many thousand bushols of the

The fire will be a severe blow to 
Tweed, these mills and elevator having 
been the leading industries in the place.

It alto- 
formed a beautiful and sunny open- 
t to the y wilderness; and to the 
trader and soldier, weary with their long 
marches and solitary bivouacs jin the fores 
it was ever a most welcome sight. Three large 
Indian villages were embraced in the 
limite of the settlement.

By 
vight the removal was effec'ed; and the 
warriors having returned from the fort, all 
were assembled on the grass. Suddenly 
Pontiac, in full war costame, and swinging 
his tomahawk above his head, leaped into 
their midst and began @ fierce and exciting 
harangue. When he had closed a° deep 
murmur of assent followed and open war was 
resolved upon. 

Gladwyn, now thoroughly alive’to the 
danger that threatened him, kept the garri- 
sou under arms all night. Toward dawn 
the air was suddenly filled with yells, and 
the next moment.the fort and surrounding 
landscape were lit up by the flash of muskets. 
The bullets struck the palisades like hall, 
and it was one incessant scattering tire from 
the unseen foo. At length the sun rose over 
the wilderness ; but the light failed to reveal 
the lurking assailanta. The garrison ex- 
pected every moment to see their dusky 
forms pour in one fierce torrent over the 
frail werks, But the Indians could not 
make up their minds to come in such close 
and deadly conflict with the soldiers, fully 
prepared to receive them.

Within close shot of the fort stood a clus- 
ter of outbuildings, behind which the In- 
dians collected in great numbers and picked 
off every man that dared show his head or 
expose alimb, The fire was especially gall- 
ing from this spot. Finding it impossible 
to dislodge the savages with grape-shot, 
Gladwyn ordered a quantity of spikes to be 
heated and fired instead. These were thrown 
red hot in handfuls down the cannon and 
hurled into the outbuildiogs. The heated 
metal, lodging in the beams and boards, set 
them on fire. IRgniting in so many places 
simultaneously, the smoke had scarcely be- 
gun to ascend before they were wrapped in 
conflagration, the flames hissing and roar- 
ing through the entire mass with incredible 
velocity. The Indians, driven out by the 
heat, broke cover and ran leaping and yell- 
ing over the fields in such grotesque terror 
that the garrison burst into loud and derisive 
laughter. 

This random, scattering fire was kept up 
for six hours, when-the Indians withdrew. 
Gladwyn immediately sent Li Butte, an 
interpreter, to Pontiac to demand the reason 
of this attack. The chieftain received him 
kindly, but said he wished to consult with 
the English fathers, meaning the officers. 
Maj. Campbell, second in command, pro- 

sed to go. accompanied by Lieut. Me- 

ougal, Many suspected treachery, and 
advised them not to trust themselves in the 
hands of the Indians. They, however, per- 
sisted, The moment their red uniforms 
were seen in the distance the savages set 
up loud yells, brandishing sticks and as- 


swelled the clamor with their furious bark- 
ing. Pontiac calmed the tumult, received 
them courteously, and called a council in 
one of the lodges. Campbell made a conci- 
liatory speech, to which Pontiac deigned 
no reply whatever; and they sac there a 
whole hour in silence, This waa ominons, 
and feeling ill at ease, Campbell arose to 
return to the fort, but Pontiac stopped him 
and retained Loth him and the lieutenant 
as prisoners.

Those That Prevallin Caucasia, Pera and 
in @ther Places. 


In the Caucasian provinces of Georgia 
where a drouth has lasted long, marriage- 
able girls are yoked in couples with a yoke 
on their shoulders, a priest holds the reins, 
and thus harnessed they wade through riv- 
ers, puddles and marshes, praying, scream- 
ing, weeping and laughing. 

In the district of Transylvania, when the 
round is parched with drouth, some girls 
strip themselves naked, and, led by an older 
woman, who is also naked, they steal a har- 
row and carry it across the field to a brook, 
where they set it afloat, Next they sit on 
the harrow and keep a tiny flame burning 
on cach corner of it for anhour, Then they 
leave the harrow in the water and go home, 

A similar rain charm is resorted to in 
India. Naked women drag a plow across the 
field by night. It is not said that they 
plunge the plow into a stream or sprinkle it 
with the water. But the charm could hard- 
ly be complete without it. Sometimes the 
charm works through an animal. 

To procure rain the Pernvians used to set 
a black sheep in a field, pour chica over it 
aad give it nothing to eat till rain fell. |

Indian Demands, 


The Indian National Congress is a repre- 
sentative body of a remarkable kind. It 
has, of course, no constitutional or official 
position or existence, but itis in: a rough 
way @ native parliament com posed of dele- 
gates chosen by the learned, cultured and 
wealthy classes, and it represents all the 
great religious sects and many of the minor 
ones which can be brought together for no 
other object than that of obtaining, at least, 
the beginning of a constitutional system 
of government. This year they have forti- 
fied their.demand for representative insti- 
tutions With declarations to the effect 
that the destitution of the masses of 
the people “in certain provinces is 
owing to the lack of these. The 
Montreal Witness eays that it is easier 
tosee how representative institutions could 
aid good Government in the way of reform.

Aluminiam was sup- 
posed to be the key to material, owing to ita 
extreme lightness, but it was soon found 
that this virtue was offset by the weakness 
of that metal in tensile strength and tough- 
ness generally. It was necessary to find 
soinething quite as light as aluminium, but 
as strong and resisting as iron and steel. 
Hence the sudden disappearance of the in- 
ventors who had arranged everything nicely 
—with the hee prem quality of aluminium 
misunderstood or forgot. Experiments have 
been going on for some time to mix alumin- 
inm with other metallic bases and obtain re- 
sisting power without sacrifice of weight, 
and, as usual, the confident speak of the re- 
sults as if their aim had been reached. But 
even if their rose-colored claims are allowed, 
only one serious difficulty will have been re- 
moved, ‘The problems of rising and falling 
slowly or quickly at will; of steering the 
car in shifting strata of air changing in den- 
sity and direction ; of leaving the ground 
and returning to it without breaking the 
machine and destroying life, must be solved 
before applying the inventive mind to the 
question of freight, or the weight and size of 
objects or human beings to be carried. 


It has been proposed to divide air ships 
into two classes ; the aeronautical, of which 
the ordinary balloon is the simplest form, 
and the aviator, which at present is much 
like the angel, viz., it can be made, and 
made with wings, but no one has seen it 
alive and flying. The a¢ronautical machine 
was perfected in France seven years ago to 
the point of traveling fourteen miles an 
hour in perfectiy calm air, and showing re- 
markable obedience tothe rudder. Last 
year Lieut. Renard published « statement 
that his car conld be driven twice as fast. 
Those who study the matterareagreed that 
the aviator will have to be brought to at 
least as high a perfection as this before we 
can say that the navigation of the air is as- 
sured, As toaviators, there is Mr. Breary of 
the Aeronautical Society of Great Britain, 
who gets power by the recoil into its original 
shape of twisted india rubber, but only ia 
small models. In New South Wales there 
is Mr. Hargrave, the ‘‘ aeroplane” of whose 
flying machine is like the wings of big but- 
terflies when sailing; he uses compressed 
air as a motive power, and has not yet made 
a machine large enough tocarrya man. In 
Paris M, Ader is said to have constructed a 
flying machine by which he has raised him- 
self sixty feet in the air and flown about 900 
feet in a straight line ; his machine is a mon- 
strous thing, approximately like a bat, the 
operator and engine being in the body. The 
sail-cloth screw is set in motion while the 
machine is running down an incline. M. 
Monillard of Algiers claims to have flown 
short distances with his ad ustable “ aero- 
plene,” a flat surface like the under parte 
of birds when soaring with rigid wing. 
One of the most curions suggestions is 
that «f M. Gustave Trouve described 
that inventor ‘in the current number 6f 
Popular Sevence Monthly, Here the impor- 
tant parts and planes of a bird are 
imitated in the machine, but the mech- 
anism of birds is much more deep! 
sought and followed than ever before. 
Trouve teems tohave tried to follow the 
philosophy of the bird’s flight inwards to 
the very pulses of iteheart. The wings of 
his aviator beat like a bird’sand the strokes 
are obtained by the detonation of gunpow- 
der or other fulminative, each explosion 
causing the wings to beat dowaward against 
the air, But curious and snggestive as this 

is, the fact that it has only been 
worked out in a model and made to act in 
aroom putsit among the less practicable 
forms of aviators. Possibly the coming air- 
ship may combine the detonator principle 
of i Trouve with aeroplane of Messrs. 
Mouillard and Maxim possibly in the 
end some modification of the balloon princi- 
ple may be added to secure buoyancy in 
very large airships. We really seem to be 
on the verge of one of the greatest discov- 
eries. It would be a glory to our century

The Britieh cruiser Philomel, Capt, Cam- 
bell, left Plymouth Sound on imas 
ereniag with the paddle vessel Alecto in 
tow. The Alecto will be towed as far as 
ibraltar, after which ahe is ordered to pro- 
ceed to Sierra Leone independently, The 
vessels have been delayed for several days by 


weather, as it was not considered advisablo 


for the Alecto to cross the Bay of Biscay 
under unfavorable conditions. The Phils- 
mel proeeeds to the Gape of Good Hope and 
West Coast of Africa station, and the Alec. 


The French torpedo boat No. 103 while 
on her way recently from Cannes to &t, 
Raphael, struck on the Boutte Rock, mak- 
ings large hole in her bottom. The vessel 
was towed into the harbor at Agay by an- 
other torpedo boat. No, 126, where shesank 
in seven meters of water. Two engines were 
injured Torpedo boat No. 77, of 18 feet beam, 
—— in the of Port Lorient during her 
tail. The crew of twenty-five men were or- 
ered to rush to one side, and the consequence

The British Admiralty recent! 
new crews selected from the Pembroke» 
depot ship at Chatham, for the war ships 
Cockatrice and Gannet, which are to be re- 
commissioned for a further term of service 
on the Mediterranean station. Thoy alao or 
dered drafts of marines to be in 
join the vessels, Iso drafts for the Vie- 
tor Emanuel and Linnet, which are to be 
recommissed on the Chiva station, They em- 
bark on the steamship Tyne on the Ist of 
January. 


It is stated that the Indian Government 
has decided to pay a special allowanee to 
the naval officers employed on the new Bal- 
tish gumboats Plassey and Assaye, new fit- 
ting out at Sheerness. The crews wil be 
mainly com of Lascars. Some years 
ago special allowances were paid to all naval 
otficers employed on the Egst India stations, 
but the eme was abo a former 
Commander in Chief, and the Admiral is 
the only officer now receiving special pay. 


The following British war ships, bai 

by contract under the Naval Defense aet 
1889, are to be conveyed to Devonshire on 
completion : Rainbow, Retribution, Spartan 
and Sybille. These four are second-alass 
crnisers of the Latona type, having a dis- 
placement of 3, 600 tons, and being design- 
ed to develop 9,000 horse power. By the 
latest arrangements the Grafton and Thesus, 
two first-class cruisers of the Edgar type, 
are to be delivered at Chatham on com- 
pletion. 


It has been decided by the British Ad- 
miralty not to sell the war ships Sapphire 
and Miranda, attached to the Fourth Divi- 
sion of the Steam Reserve at Chatham, dar- 
ing the current financial year. Intending 
purchasers are, however, to be allowed ta 
inspect the Algerina, which is the aaly ship 
to be sold at that dockyard at present. The 
gunboats Britomart and Swinger, at Devon« 
hg been condemned and ordered te 

sold. 


The British Admiralty have sanctioned 
the expenditure of a further sum of £1,000 
for the completion and fitting of the new 
to gunn vessels Salamander, Sheldrake, 
and Skipjack for sea. These vessels were 
built at Chatham some four years ago, and 
have not yet been commissioned for active 
service. The delay in their completion has 
been brought about by alterations which 
wore found necessary for the strengthening 
of their hulla. ; 

The British war ship Gleanor underwent, 
on the 27th ult., off the mouth of the Thames 
River, an official forced-draught trial of her 
machinery, The vessel was fitted with 
machinery made at Sheerness Dockyard. 
The trial lasted for three hours, and with 
successful results. Working. at 249.6 re- 
volutions per minute, the engines developec 
3,631.6 horse-power, with the speed of 20.) 
knots.
